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BIG STRIKE 


COMMENCED 


IN CHICAGO 


Struggle Between City Railway 


and Its 3,000 Employes on 


in Earnest. 


Cars Started Out This Morning Meet With Ob- 


structions and Fusillade of Missiles, 


Betokening Beginning of 


Bitter Fight. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.— At four o'clock 


this morning the long expected aud of- 
ton deterred struggle between the union 
employes of the Chicago City Railway 
nnd the company began, and when the. 
residents of the south and 
southwest 


Fides of the city started for their places 
of business they were without their us- 
ual transportation facilities. Beginning 
nt midnight the trainmen gradually took 
their cars to the seven barns of the com- 
pany scattered throughout tlio system, 
nnd left them there. 
In thi> shops, barns 


nnd power houses the union worki-rs laid 
down their tools and declaring thnt they 
will remain idle until the company con- 
sents to arbitrate the issue that brought 
$n the controversy. 


TROUBLK BEGINS AT ONCE. 


Notwithstanding statements 
by offi- 


. eials of the company that no attempt 
would bo made to Tun cars today except 
lor poster! service, a few passengers ears 
were started this morning early on var- 
ious lines. The result was trouble al- 
most instantor. the- first instance report- 
ed bein-g-thc'intiinidaUon and flight of a 
non-union crew on the Cottage , Grove 
avenue 
line. The cars were 
without 


passengers. That disturbance might be 
expected today was indicated by the 
wide distribution of a proclamation by 
Jlayor Carter Harrison warning citizens 
to keep off the streets along Hues of the 
city railway. 


POLICE OUT IX FORCE, 


With general orders to remain in re- 


Fttrve and tnke no.piu-t in the strike un- 
less ordered and then only -to protect 
property, details of police were sent to 
the various car barns. The 
first 
car 


started 
was a mail car, leaving 
the 


barns at Thirty-ninth street and Cottage 
Drove avenue. It wns not harmed dur- 
ing its entire trip. In all two hundred 
i ml five policemen were dolnilcd to the 
liderent car barns. 


IN.1URED IN FIRST CLASH. 


Following the trip of the mail car ef- 


forts were made by the street car com- 
pany to move passenger cars, with non- 
union crews. Four trains were started 
bn the Cottugc Grove avenue cable line 
bound toward the business district. At 
Fortieth street an obstruction upon the 
rails blocked the trains. A crowd of 
•trikers had assembled and shouts and 
Jens greeted the train crews. A show- 
er 01 stones followed and the car win- 
dows were demolished. One man, a non- 
union conductor, is -aiiid to have been 
injured iu the first clash. 


LONE C'AH HEMMED IN. 


A mail car following the lirst passen- 


ger train was also derailed near the 
Bceni- of the blockade. 
Hosidos the police 


detailed for service at the several barns 
us many more were quickly made avail- 
able to respond to emergency calls. 


A car on the Weutworth aycnuo lino 


proceeded north with little difficulty un- 
til Van Burcii street was reached. There 
its progress was blocked by trucks and 
delivery wagons which gathered by the 
score, locked 
wheels and refused 
to 


move. Cnrs of the Union Traction com- 
pnny also helped to make the blockade 
complete. Thousands of pedestrians on 
their way to work massed in the street, 
adding to the confusion and hampering 
the .police in their efforts to clear n way 
for tho stranded cur. 


DOCTOR, UNION SYMPATHIZER. 
Another cable train was derailed at 


Fo'rly-sevwith street on the Cottage 
Grove avenue lino by a crowd of strike 
sympathizers. A horse shoe was wedg- 
ed in the cable slot nnd brought the 
train to a standstill. The gripmnn was 
injured by the shock nnd was removed 
to a drug store. A physician nailed to 
•ttcml him is said to have inquired if ho 
hnd a. union button. On receiving a m-g- 
»tive reply he said: 


"Jake him to the barns. They will 


attend there," and refuged to examine 
the griptiKia's injuries. 


NO PASSENGERS IN (JARS. 


It soon became apparent that a deter- 


mined offort was being made by the com- 
pany to break the strike at the inccp. 
tion. The passenger cars on the Cot- 
tage Grove ami Wentworth avenue lines 
came along quickly as soon as mail cars 
were safely out of sight. No policemen 
rode in the ears which were almost in- 
variably 
empty. 
.Patrons apparently 


preferred to walk or make long detours 
to steam and elevated linos rather than 
to risk injury. 


Tin- first passenger car on the Went- 


worth avenue car line carried two wo- 
men. Strikers say that the women were 
put there by the street car company to 
test the attitude of the union toward 
pufsengera. This was the car which was 
promptly blockaded by teamsters 


The strike was ordered at an early 


hour this morning by the conductors, 
motornien nnd gripmen and was acted 
upon with only four dissenting votes. 
The strike is to enforce a demand for 
a wage increase of 25 per cent and recog- 
nition of tho union. 


About 3,000 employes arc involved, and 


220 miles of surface trackage, part ca 
ble and nart electric. 


WILL MAN MAIL CARS. 


Oflieials of the union, fearing interfer- 


ence with the operation of the United 
States mail service would result in call- 
ing in of troops from Fort Sheridan to 
protect the cars, instructed molormcii 
on mail cars to report for duty ar. usual. 


Union men who reported at the var- 


ious bams to take out the mail cars 
were told by the barn bosses, it is said 
that they must take off their union but 
tons if they intended to work. This s 
number of the men refused to do. 


At the barn at Thirty-ninth and State 


streets the strikers distributed buttons 
to would-be passengers bearing a picture 
of a street car and the legend: 


•'Stand for principle. 1 will walk." 
SCORES OF VEHICLES 1ST USE. 
The railway company refused the str 


vic*s of a union crew for n mail car sen 
out on the Sixty-third street line. Th 
union crow reported for work and wer 
told by the burn boss that they wer 
not needed. The car was manned by_: 
non-union crew and the strikers, salt

The union men asserted that publi 


sympathy was with them nnd pointed ti 
t'he use of vehicles as evidence that the!

The mayor's attitude is shown by a

against crowds. 


FAMOUS STRIKE BREAKER. 


The worst disorder of the early hours 


was nt Clark and Van Buren streets 
where- two Wentworth avenue 
trains 


followed by mail cars were blockaded. 
On the rear passenger train a man be 


by blocking the cable slot. Bricks and 
stones were hurled at the members of 
the crew nnd'Wm. Watson the gripman 
and H. S. Norton, the condue-tor, were 
injured. A riot call was sent in but the 
crowd disappeared before the arrival of 
the police. 


ATTITUDE OF BOTH-SIDES. 


The demands of the men in detail and

Nearly 
jvery car was returned .with windows 
nattered and ' plentifully' .Utertd with 
nissiles of every description.

PATROL WAGONS AS ESCORT. 


J). G. Hamilton, president of the o.ity 


.•ailway, called at the mayor's office dur 
ng the day with a request that police 
officers escort the cars. The mayor gave 
assurance that the police would protect 
ives and property but referred to Chief 
of Police O'Ncili the request "that police 
ride on the cars. It is understood that 
arrangements were made for escorts of 
patrol wagons. 
- The firemen employed by the company 
in the various power houses decided to- 
day to remain at work. The electric--^ 
ians obeyed the call for a strike. The 
iromen "declared fhemselvcn convinced 
that Gen. Mgr. MeCollugh has not ro- 
joetcd arbitration and that they expect 
to secure advantageous forms from the 
company.

Congressman Boutell from one of the 


Chicago districts has advanced the sug- 
gestion that our high schools should be 
made the medium by which a better and 
truer citizenship ratty be taught. His 
plan is tlmt of the four years in the 
High school each one should be a course 
in government, city, state and national. 
The first year he would have the stud- 
ents take up municipal government and 
municipal Conditions as affected by'the 
local conditions of government as mani- 
fested through city councils. 
The sec- 


oud year woujd be taken up -in 
the 


study of county government, the county 
institutions, the courts of justice and 
the jury system. The third year would 
be devoted to the duties of slata offic- 
ials and the forms of state government, 
and the fourth year taken tip in the 
study of' national government nnd the 
ratifications thereof. 


The position is taken that the high 


school 
should 
necessarily be more in 


earnest of that assorted for such, the 
people's colleges. The students should 
be fitted out for the various duties of 
life and that this is better subserve* tlio 
course should be continued two years or 
longer or six in all.

than half the number reported by the 
little town of Watcrford. The health 
officer of Racine reported (505 births and 
525 deaths. It was reported to supervis- 
ors by Mr. Herzog that the physicians 
\vcre not reporting as they should and 
perhaps action may be taken in regard 
to the same.

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BIG STRIKE 


COMMENCED 


IN CHICAGO 


Struggle Between City Railway 


and Its 3,OOO Employes on 


in Earnest. 


Cars Started Out This Morning Meet With Ob- 


structions and Fusillade of Missiles, 


Betokening Beginning of 


Bitter Fight. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—At four o'clock 


this morning the long expected and of- 
ten deferred struggle between the union 
employes of the Chicago City Railway 
and the company began, and when the 
residents of the south and southwest 
sides of the city started for their places 
of business they were without their us- 
ual transportation facilities. Beginning 
at midnight the trainmen gradually took 
their cars to the seven barns of the com- 
pany scattered throughout the system, 
and left them there. In the shops, barns 
nnd power houses the union workers laid 
down their tools and declaring that they 
will remain idle until the company con- 
cents to arbitrate the issue that brought 
en the controversy. 


TROUBLE BEGINS AT ONCE. 


Notwithstanding statements 
by offi- 


• tials of the eompnay that no attempt 
would be made to run cars today except 
for postorl service, a few passengers cars 
were started this morning early on var- 
ious tines. The result was trouble al- 
most insrtanter, the first instance report- 
ed being'the'intimidation and flight of a 
non-union crew on the Cottage Grove 
avenue 
line. The cars were without 


passengers. That disturbance might be 
expected today was indicated by the 
wide distribution of a proclamation by 
Mayor Carter Harrison warning citizens 
to keep off the streets along lines of the 
city railway. 


POLICE OUT IN FORCE. 


With general orders to remain in re- 


serve and take no .part in the strike un- 
less ordered and then only -to protect 
property, details of police were sent to 
the various car barns. The first car 
started was a mail car, leaving the 
barns at Thirty-ninth street and Cottage 
Grove avenue. It was not harmed dur- 
ing its entire trip. In all two hundred 
ind five policemen were detailed to the 
liflerent car barns. 


INJURED IN FIRST CLASH. 


Following the trip of the mail car ef- 


forts were made by the street car com- 
pany to move passenger cars, with non- 
union crews. Four trains were started 
on the Cottage Grove avenue cable line 
bound toward the business district. At 
Fortieth street an obstruction upon the 
rails blocked the trains. A crowd of 
•trikers had assembled and shouts and 
jeers greeted the train crews. A show- 
er of stones followed and the car win- 
dows were demolished. One man, a non- 
union conductor, is-said to have been 
injured in the first clash. 


LONE CAR HEMMED IN. 


A mail car following the first passen- 


ger train was also derailed near the 
scene of the blockade. 
Besides the police 


detailed for service at the several barns 
as many more were quickly mado avail- 
able to respond to emergency calls. 


A car on the Wentworth avenue lino 


proceeded north with little diflieult3' un- 
til Van Bnren street was reached. There 
its progress was blocked by trucks and 
delivery wagons which gathered by the 
score, locked 
wheels and refused 
to 


move. Cars of the Union Traction com- 
pany also helped to make the blockade 
complete. Thousands of pedestrians on 
their way to work massed in the street, 
adding to the confusion and hampering 
the police in their efforts to clear a way 
for the stranded car. 


DOCTOR, UNION SYMPATHIZER. 
Another cable train was derailed at 


Forty-seventh 
street on the 
Cottage 


Grove avenue line by a crowd of strike 
sympathizers. A "horsu shoe was. wedg- 
ed in the cable slot and brought 
the 


train to a standstill. Thegripman. was 
injured by the shock and was removed 
to a drug store. A physician called to 
attend him iff said to have inquired if he 
tad a union button. On receiving- si neg- 
ative reply he said: 


"Take him to the barns. They will 


attend .there," and refused to examine 
the grip man's injuries. 


NO PASSENGERS IN CARS. 


It soon became apparent that a deter- 


mined effort was being made by the com- 
pany to break the strike at the incep- 
tion. The passenger cars on the Cot- 
tage Grove and Wentworth avenue lines 
came along quickly as soon as mail cars 
were safely out of sight. No policemen 
rode in the cars which were almost in- 
variably 
empty. 
Patrona apparently 


preferred to walk or make long detours 
to steam and elevated lines rather than 
to risk injury. 


The first passenger car on the Went- 


wortli avenue car line carried two wo- 
men. 
. Strikers say that the women were 


put there by the street car company to 
test the attitude of the union toward 
passengers. This was the car which was 
promptly blockaded by teamsters. 


The strike was ordered at on early 


hour this morning by the conductors, 
motormen and gripmen and was acted 
upon with only four dissenting votes. 
The strike is to enforce a demand for 
a wage increase of 25 per cent and recog- 
nition of the union. 


About 3,000 employes are involved, and 


220 miles of surface trackage, part ca 
ble and part electric. 


WILL MAN MAIL CARS. 


Officials of the union, fearing interfer- 


ence with the operation of the United 
States mail service would result in call- 
ing in of troops from Fort Sheridan to 
protect the cars, instructed motormen 
on mail cars .to report for fluty as usual 


Union men who reported at the var- 


ious barns, to take out the mail cars. 
were told by the barn bosses, it is said, 
that they .must take off their union but- 
tons if they intended to work. This a 
number of the men refused to do. 


At .the barn at Thirty-ninth and State 


streets the strikers distributed buttons 
to would-be passengers bearing a picture 
of a street car and the legend: 


"Stand for principle. I will walk." 


SCORES OF VEHICLES IN USE. 


The railway company refused the ser 


vices of a union crew for a mail car sen 
out on the Sixty-third street line. The 
union crew reported for work and were 
told by the barn boss that they wen 
not needed. The car was manned by a 
non-union crew and the strikers sat 
that the company had played one of it 
strongest cards 
for interference. The 


mail ear that was stopped by the block 
ade in Cottage Grove avenue was man 
ned by union men. 


The union men asserted that publi 


sympathy was with tham and pointed t< 
the use of vehicles as evidence that tliei 
contentions were true. 
Two omnibu 


companies have scores of buses busily 
carrying passengers to the steam am 
elevated roads. In addition 
teamster 


and drivers were carrying passengers ti 
work from all parts of the south sid 
to the down town district. 


The mayor's attitude is shown by ; 


proclamation adjuring all curiosity seek 
ers to keep ofT the streets and wa'rnin, 
against crowds. 


FAMOUS STRIKE BREAKER. 


The worst disorder of the early hour 


was at Clark and Van Buren street 
where two Wentworth avenue 
train 


followed by mail cars were blockaded 
On the rear passenger train a man be 
lieved to. be "Boss" Farrell, the strik 
breaker, rose 
beside, the motorman 


flourishing a revolver. A brick thrown 
struck the arm holding the weapon, bu 
did not disable it.

ng school about which there has been 
o much talk. Telegrams from Washing- 
on-, over the Associated Press by the 
ournal's leased wire, states that we are 
lie second choice and Lake Bluff, Illi- 
ois, first choice. The telegram says: 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The board 
omposcd of Rear Admiral Taylor and 
lieut. Commander Winslow appointed 
o select a site for a naval training col- 
ege on the great lakes has made its re- 
ort to Secretary Moody. The board 
elected five sites the first choice being 
,ake Bluff, near Chicago, the second is 


Racine, Wis., third, Muskegon, 
Mich., 


ourth, Milwaukee -and fifth Michigan 
3ity. The report has been transmitted 
o congress. 


As to the relaticve merits of those 


five proposed sites .the board in its re- 
>ort says:

"While all localities posses advantag- 


es that make them suitable more or less 
:or a training station it has been seen 
;hat Lake Bluff has a great advantage 
is regards the element of population; 
tluskegon excels in the best natural har- 
3or; Michigan City has the advantage 
of proximity and of access to the At- 
antic seaboard. While perhaps none of 
the sites possess all the ideal local re- 
quirements, all of them are sufficiently 
suitable for the purposes. 


The question of price .haa not been 


directly taken up between the board and 
:he owners of the land nor have options 
jcen obtained. An important point to 
je determined regarding, the sites be- 
;wecn Chicago and Milwaukee is whc- 
iher the Sheridan driveway will of ne- 
cessity pass through the government- re- 
servation. 


In his' letter of transmittal. Secretary 


Moody Rays that in view of the large 
price at which the land at Lake Bluff is 


held the board suggests four other site*.' 
as suitable.

"At the present time,' the secretary 


continues, "a large number of recruits 
for the naval service are obtained frc-m 
the states of which Lake Michigan is the 
center. These men are of high quality 
in every respect, and after one term of 
enlistment become excellent seamen for 
service either in the navy or the/mer- 
chant marine and ill many cases ;becon>« :

rate life. I respectfully recommend! to • 
congress the earnest consideration of the . 
report of this board, and the e,stablis!i- 
meril of a naval training station on the 
great lakes in accordance with its rec- 
ommendations."

The re- 
port states that on September 30, 1902, 
there were 128 patients in the asylum 
nnd on September 30, 1003, IS^patients, 
51 males nnd 50 females belonging to 
Racine county nnd S males and 7 fe- 
males to Kenoshci county; G males and 
one female to the state and 1 male and 
2 females private. 


The amount of money due from the 


state for the year ending October 1, 
1903, 
was $ll,l>24, less than $732 collect- 


ed from pay of patients. The artesian 
well has been deepened 200 feet at a 
cost of $1,000; the boiler at the place 
was condemned and a second class trac- 
tion engine was bought at a cost. of 
$200; timbers supporting tlic water tank 
were renewed at a cost of $400; barn 
rcshinglcd at n cost of $190; the trus- 
tees recommend the purchase of more 
land for the farm. 


BUT LITTLE SICKNESS. 


The report of Superintendent Harden

Chicago districts has advanped the sug- 
gestion that our high schools should be 
made the medium by which a better and 
truer citizenship imty b.e taught. His 
plan is that o| the four years in the 
High school eacfy one should be a course 
in government, city, state and national. 
The first year he would haye the stud- 
ents take «n municipal government and 
municipal conditions" ap affected by -the 
local cotjditiona of government as nmpi- 
feetpfl througli city coupcils. The sec- 
ond year would be taken up -in 
the 


study of county government, the county 
institutions, the courts of justice and 
the jury system. The third year would 
be devoted to the duties of state offic- 
ials and the forms of state government, 
and the fourth year taken up in the 
study of national government and tiie 
ratifications thereof. 


The position is taken that the high 


school sho.uld 
necessarily be raore in 


earnest of that asserted for suph, the 
people's colleges. The students should 
be fitted out for the various duties of 
life and that this is better subBcrvetf the 
course should be continued two years or 
longer or si^ in all. One distinct ad- 
vance cpujd be made in the view o( the 
congressnian anjl those who tcpk part in 
the discussion in the abolition ot the 
dead . languages, and the substitution of 
modern languages; .athletics to be made 
more general in its application and jiot 
confined as now to 
selected 
students 


formed into distinct clubs or teams for 
specially selected work or games.

never get higher than tho high school, 
and of these attending the high school 
still form a nvuch smaller part of those 
in the district grades.

school, "wl)iph renders it all the more 
necessary that, the elementary, branches 
be given mpr.e attention than has been 
the case. The pupils should be well 
grpurid'<8ilfcin these 
elementaries, such 


as', spelling, reading, geography, history 
and ..with..-,a 
thorough 
knowledge of 


theae, the foundation would be -supplied 
by which the students, could readily of 
themselves taks up other branches at 
tlicir homes. 


But something of tlie nature of the 


suggestions pf Mr. BquteU wp»ld cer- 
tainly lead to making our schools more 
attractive and consequently to a larger 
attendance.

Canada to the United States and sug- 
gests the dividing up of the immense 
Canadian territory into five states. It 
is clear enough that if Canada

should get far enough along tp even

this matter, nothing 


would be done whatever unless it was 
xinderstood beyond all question there 
was to be no territorial business about 
it and Canada was to come in at once 
in the union of states. This is the one 
feature that will pause less enthusiasm 
in the United States. If the colonial 
play could be entertained there would 
be the most handsome , pickings, 
but 


there is to be nothing of the sort, and 
the moment Canada enters if it ever 
does, that instant all tariff lines will be 
abolished and every Canadian citizen of 
voting age is upon an exact par with 
every American citizen. But the tiling 
will more likely go on seasoning a long 
precession of years yet, if the project 
ever dogs ripen at all. 


There are critics, no matter whether 


the administration acts promptly 
or

George 
E. Bell, 
superintendent of 


schools, who sent out circulars to differ- 
ent school teachers and others, with a 
request that they be filled in, giving the 
cost of living, has received,one hundred 
and twenty answers from tlie one hun- 
dred and' forty teachers and principals 
and as many more from citizens.

George' Herzog, register of deeds for 


Racine county, this morning submitted 
his annual report to'the Racine county 
board, of supervisors, which gives the 
number of deaths, births and marriages 
recorded during the past year.

There were ten deaths 
more than the year previous; 50 less 
births and 16 less marriages, owing to 
physicians not reporting as the law pro- 
vides.

reported 5 births during the year, less 
than half the number reported by the 
little town of Wnterford. The health 
officer of Racine reported 6!)5 births and 
525 deaths. It was reported to supervise 
ors by Mr. Herzog that the physicians 
were not reporting as they should and 
perhaps action may be taken in regard 
to the same.
